Therefore if your soil is very stiff break it up toa depth of some 24 inches and pul ina layer of course 
coal ashes or little bits of mortar. Moreover water summer flowering bulbs plentifully when the season 
is dry and keep the soil open.

GLADIOLUS are easily among the most popular of the Summer 

flowering bulbs as they hardly ever disappoint even 

the beginning Amateur Gardener. They need not be relegated to beds by themselves 

in the kitchen garden, unless you want them for cut flowers for indoor decoration, but 

they can be used to great advantage in clumps of 12 to 25 bulbs in the mixed border. 

By making successive plantings e.g. at intervals of from three to four weeks from 

the middle of April on until the middle of July, a succession of blooms extending over 

a period of four months until frost sets in, can easily be obtained. Bulbs remain 

dormant all that time if kept in a dry cool place with a temperature of say some forty 
degrees. 

Plant the bulbs from 4 to 5 inches deep in light soil, from 3 to 4 inches in heavy 
soil. In stiff soil 2 inches will be quite sufficient. The deeper you plant the better, 
because deep planting does away with staking but deep planting is harmful in very 
heavy soil. Space the bulbs from 4 to 6 inches according to size. Gladiolus like plenty 
of sunshine and will give satisfaction in any good garden soil. Water when the weather 
is very dry and cultivate the soil after watering to keep it open and to give the air 
a chance to enter. Do not give fresh stable manure but use bone meal when you have 
not been able to apply barnyard manure the previous fall.

There is hardly any plant in existence which can boast of so many 
useful attributes as the Tuberous Begonias. Where no other plant will 
thrive, in deep shade, they throw up their gorgeous blooms from June 
until frost kills them, and even then, if you handle the tubers carefully, 
and store them in an appropriate place the winter over, you may use 
them year after year and they will continue to give you a profusion of bloom. 

Colors range from pure glistening white, through the most delicate 
shades of pink to glowing scarlets and deep reds. 

Then there is every imaginable shade of salmon and orange to the 
purest yellow. They can be had in any form, double and single in upright 
or trailing form. They will grow and bloom as freely in shade, semi shade 
as in full shunshine, 


They are indispensable to fill the beds in your garden where you 
have lifted the Tulips and/or Hyacinths when they are over and they may 
be set out there, immediately afterwards, either as just bulbs or as little 
plants when you dispose over some frames in which you have started them 
beforehand, 

After receiving the bulbs in early Spring you may start them in flats 
in a frame placing the bulbs close together, concave side up, with the 
surface of the bulb showing. Put in a warm dark place or cover with 
paper, and water sparingly until growth starts. 

The soil should be made up of light loam, sand and 2 parts screened 
leafmold or ground peat. 

However you may also plant the bulbs direct in the bed where they 
are to flower and especially in the South this method is entirely feasible. 
Prepare the beds or places where the Begonias are to go by forking in 
several inches of well decayed cow manure and cover with leafmold if 
the latter can be procured. If not, just add an inch or two of ground peat 
and mix well into the surface. Cover the bulbs about 14% inch deep. 
When the plants or bulbs set out have made some 5 to 6 inches growth, 
give a good mulching of old cow manure and when the weather is dry 
a thorough soaking once a week will be of great benefit. 


After harvesting the bulbs in the Fall, keep them in flats until the 
old stem parts readily from the tuber, and store them in dry soil or

HARDY LILIES 


Although the general rule is to plant them in the Fall, there are 
quite a few varieties of hardy Lilies which may be planted in the Spring, 
with equel chanses of success, and this is especially true of the later 
blooming varieties. 

Lilies generally prefer a so called acid soil except a few which are 
lime tolerant, The simplest way of providing an acid soil is to mix plenty 
of leafmold in the soil where Lilies are to be planted. Good drainage is 
also of the highest importance, for Lilies detest to have ,,wet feet”. 
If therefore, your soil is very heavy or stiff break up the subsoil and mix 
in a good part of coarse coal ashes. This trouble will be well repaid, for 
once Lilies are planted, they do not like to be disturbed and they will 
improve in flowering capacity year after year. 

As to location let them have a suitable background and companions. 
Evergreens or an old wall as a background are. ideal, while Delphiniums 
or other slender plants are good companions. 

You need not ,,mass” lilies as the plants are quite large and 6 or even 
8 of any variety will do nicely. For larger clumps 12 bulbs are quite 
sufficient. If possible plant in places where the soil is covered with low 
shrubs or spreading perennials. : 

Lilies like to have their bases shaded and constant mulching is 
essential to success.

Crinum 


Crinum has very large, lilylike flowers, with very narrow curving petals and handsome 
broad pointed foliage. The enormous bulbs should be planted very deep and given plenty 
of manure. May be left for years in the same spot and are hardy south of Washington D.C. 
Prefer a warm and sunny location.

Eucharis amazonica 


This is a tropical flower, with fragrant, waxy, pure white flowers, somewhat the shape 
of a daffodil, borne in clusters on stems fifteen to twenty four inches tall. One of the 
most beautiful of the tender bulbs to be grown in pots in a greenhouse or in sunny spot in 
the open in warmer sections, Plant four to six bulbs in an 8 to 10 inch Azalea pan, give 
a temperature of some 65 degrees and water sparingly at first. Start them say in April 
raise temperature as they grow to 75 and give plenty of sunshire and abundant moisture. 
The plants are evergreen and should have just enough moisture to keep the foliage in shape, 
after cutting the flowers.

Galtonia (syn. Hyacinth Candicans or Cape Hyacinths) 


Not related to Hyacinthus Orientalis (the common Dutch Hyacinths), One of the finest 
midsummer flowering bulbs attaining a height of three feet, with stiff upright spikes 
carrying twenty or more large, white, bell shaped, fragrant flowers. An extremely effec- 
tive large plant, particularly against evergreens or a wall. Large bulbs, will bring a succession 
of spikes during 2 or 83 months if the old spikes are cut as the flowers fade. Plant 6 inches 
deep in a sunny spot and well drained soil. Mulch thoroughly for winter and give a top 
dressing of old cow manure or bone meal in Spring. Cover well in colder sections.

Gloriosa (Climbing Lily) 


This bulbous plant, which was formerly confined to the Greenhouse 
is now recognised as a beauty for the Summer Garden. The plants 
produce each 10 to 12 lily like flowers, which open scarlet and yellow 
and turn all scarlet. They are excellent cut flowers which keep a long 
time on water. Grow in full sunshine and sheltered from high winds, 
where they will bloom with colorful blossoms from July to September. 
Plant three inches deep in rich soil and take up the tubers in early 
Autumn. Keep in dry peatmoss or sawdust the winter over. In southern 
sections it may be considered hardy if given a good mulching.

This tuberous rooted hardy plant is still rather unknown but a 
graceful subject for the Summer Garden. The Gloxinia shaped flowers 
are produced in olusters on stems about a foot high and are deep rose 
with yellow throats. Both the flowers and the foliage are extremely 
attractive. The plants are quite hardy if in the colder sections they are 
protected over winter with any suitable material. Give thoroughly 
decayed manure in Spring. Plant three to four inches deep and space 
some 10 to 12 inches.

Ismene (or Peruvian Daffodil) 


To get some conception of what the Peruvian Daffodil looks like, 
imagine a cactus flowered pure white ameryllis, deliciously sweet scen- 
ted and blooming continously for a long period. It is one of the finest 
summer flowering bulbs and very easily cultivated. They will grow in 
almost any soil and multiply rapidly. They like sun but will also grow 
well in semi shady spots. Cover the bulbs with three inches of soil 
and when planted in the beginning of May, bright green leaves will 
promptly appear followed by beautiful flowers as described. They are 
the summer gardener’s delight and are also excellent for cutting. In 
warmer sections they may winter in the Garden if given a good cover. 
In colder parts lift them early October and store over the winter like 
Begonias.

Montbretia syn. Tritonia 


This is a striking race of plants resembling small Gladiolus but with 
an entirely different gamma of colors, These range from clear yellow 
through all shades of orange to scarlet red and there are some very fine 
new hybrids in our list. They like a sunny spot in a well worked, well 
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drained soil, but do also quite well in semi shady places. They lend 
festive color to perennial borders and should be planted in repeated 
fairly large clumps. Also striking when massed in front of evergreens or 
along the edge of a wood. They bloom through August and September 
until well into October and splash the garden with gay color. They 
attain a height of from two to three feet. Should be planted 4 to 5 
inches deep and some 6 inches apart. May: be left in the same place for

RANUNCULUS 


Together with Anemones one of the little treasures among the 
summer flowering bulbs in which all colors in double and semi double 
flowers are represented: pure white, pink, rose, crimson, scarlet, levender, 
violet, purple and deep maroon. The flowers are borne on strong wiry 
stems some 10 to 12 inches high. The claw shaped roots should be 
planted with the prongs down about 2 inches deep and 4 apart. Cover 
with something like evergreen branches to shelter them from wind, 

Remove when sufficient growth has been made and give a 2 inch 
mulch of peat or humus. They are hardy as far north as New York and 
Cleveland but should be given good Winter protection in the more 
northern sections, Ranuncules resemble little pompon flowered Dahlia’s 
and the Peony flowered race often has flowers two inches across. We 
leave out the so called ,,Turban” ranunculus because they are rather 
shy bloomers.

Sprekelia (syn. Amaryllis Formosissima) 


This bulbous plant which is also called Jacobean or Goldlily 
brings large bulbs same as Ameryllis Hippeastrum, to which it is 
comparable in general appearance. However it is incomparably 
more graceful in form. The flowers are dark scarlet, with a kind of 
golddust all scattered over the petals, which has earned them the 
name of Goldlily, carried on stems 2 feet tall. They are curiously 
formed, six petalled with the upper three petals branching out like 
claws. They suggest huge scarlet spiders suspended in mid air. 
Plant in April or May, covering them with three to four inches of 
soil. They will flower in June and early July and lend a very 
curious note to your garden. In colder sections store during the 
winter, taking up the bulbs after the foliage turns yellow and keep 
the winter over with the dried tops on. In warmer sections they 
are hardy with a good covering.

Tigridia Pavonia (syn. Mexican Shell Flower) 


The Tigerflower is one of the most striking of the Summer flowering 
bulbs, bearing on stalks about a foot high, flowers with three broad outer 
petals and an inner cup spotted with yellow. They come in soft tones of 
white, cream and rose and in warmer colors of yellow, flaming orange and 
scarlet. A certain iridescent beauty emanates from the peculiarly formed 
flowers. 

They are the more precious because their exotic beauty lasts only 
a day, but the large corms which we supply throw up a profusion of 
blooms in succession sothat they will fill a dull summer period with their 
delicate beauty. Plant them 4 inches deep in rich moist soil and a sunny 
location, and clump them profusely together to give the desired effect. 
They are charming for indoor decoration and if colored buds are picked in 
the evening you will have some exotic beauty in your rooms, although 
it last only for a day. 

If you cannot plant your Tigridia bulbs immediately on receipt, 
(when they will be packed in moist ground peat) store the bulbs in damp 
sand. If dried out they are absolutely worthless. 

We cannot recommend this flower too highly. It is reliable and 
prolific and flowers over a long time from midsummer till late October. 
Lift after the first strong frost and store the winter over like Gladiolus.

Zephyranthes syn. Fairy Lily 


This bulbous plant has grassy foliage, with very pretty, graceful 
starry flowers white or rose pink. They grow from 8 to 12 inches high 
and resemble a small lily or large crocus. They produce successive bursts 
of bloom from midsummer till frost. They are tender but very easily 
grown in any well drained ordinary garden soil and may be planted in 
April or May lifting them before frost sets in, Cover them three inches 
deep and set them four inches apart. They are excellent for colonizing in 
masses in front of the border and for planting in pockets in the rock 
garden.
